tended for subscribers in Boston were mailed 
by him—was chargeable only with pound rates 
| on the copies so mailed. It was also observed, 
| in that connection, that there was no suggestion 
| that the ownership of the subscription-list by 
the newsdealer was a mere pretence, or that he 
| was simply an agent of the publishers of the 


paper ; and as to what the law might be in such 
case (this is the point above referred to) no 
opinion was expressed. 
| In the case just adverted to, 7.c., where there 
| is a letter-carrier office at the place of publica- 
tion of a paper, and a newsdealer at another 
place, within another postal district, is em- 
| ployed by the publishers to mail at the latter 
place copies of the paper intended for distribu- 
tion to subscribers at the former place, I am of 
opinion that under the existing law the copies 
| would not be entitled to transmission through 
the mail at the pound rates. 

Under section 11 of the act of March 3, 1579, 
chapter 180, such copies would be entitled to 
transmission at pound rates if ‘‘ sent from a 
news-agency to actual subscribers thereto, or to 
other news-agents.” 

But by “ actual subscribers thereto,” as there 
used, is meant those who have in fact sub- 
scribed for the paper, and who, in subscribing, 
have dealt directly with the agency, or whose 
subscriptions have been obtained for or in be- 
half of the agency, the subscription-list being 
in all cases owned by the newsdealer. To 
give this provision a more enlarged construc- 
tion, and hold that it entitles a newsdealer to 
mail from his agency, at the pound rates, to 
actual subscribers to a paper where the sub- 
scription-list does not belong to him, and where 
he acts merely as an employee or agent of the 
publishers, would open the door to an evasion 
of the proviso in section 25 of same act, by which 
special rates are prescribed for newspapers (€X- 
cepting weeklies) and periodicals, when the 
same are deposited in a letter-carrier office for 
delivery by its carriers. It would enable pub- 
lishers of newspapers and periodicals, where 
the office of publication is at a place at which 
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there is a letter-carrier office, to obtain delivery 
to their subscribers in such place by the letter- 
carriers Without payment of the special rates, 
simply by employing a newsdealer in some 
adjacent town Or village to do the mailing there.

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OBITUARY. 
FOSEPH LORD TAINTOR,. 

JosepH Loxp TainTor was born at Colches- 
ter, Conn., September 2ist, 1835, and was the 
oldest of eight children. His parents were 
Ralph S. Taintor, of Colchester, Conn., and 
Phebe H. Taintor (Phebe H. Lord), of Lyme, 
Conn. 

Having a frail constitution in his youth 
Joseph was never able to endure the hardship 
of afarmer’s life. Nor did he have a strong 
inclination to agricultural pursuits. His taste 
seemed to be for literary life, and he was very 
fond of reading and study. 

After attending the district school in Pom- 
fret, Conn., where his father resided for some 
years, he entered Bacon Academy, at Colches- 
ter, Conn., and was there prepared to enter 
Yale College, which he did with the Class of 
1858. His health soon failed and he was obliged 
to leave college for a season. 

He engaged in the publishing of the New 
York State Map and Gazetteer in Northern New 
York, and two years later re-entered Yale in 
the Class of 1860. During his college life his 
health was a source of anxiety both to himself 
and his friends, and a serious hindrance to his 


| college ambitions, but by perseverance and fre- 


quent respites from college duties, he was able 
to graduate with high honor in the summer of 
1860. His purpose was to study law, but tora 
while after graduation his health did not seem 
to permit of it, and he engaged in the business 
of publishing the celebrated Washington Map 
of the United States, forming a partnership 
with his uncle and brother under the firm-name 
of S. Taintor & Co, 

The sales of this map in the years 1860 and 
1861, throughout the Western States were very 
large, reaching several hundred thousand copies, 
but the breaking out of the civil war and the 
consequent turmoil seriously interfered with the 
publication of so valuable a work. 

In 1863 Mr. Taintor purchased the entire 
interest in the firm, and continued the business 
in his own name on a smaller scale. 

In 1863 he married Miss Isabella Comstock, 
of Avon, N. Y. His health having somewhat 
improved and his tastes still inclining him to 
more literary pursuits, he determined to study 
law, and in 1864 entered the law office of Messrs. 
Benedict & Martindale, of Rochester, N. Y.; but 
he soon found that his health would not permit 
him to follow the law, and in 1865 he reluctantly 
abandoned all hope of following the profession. 
In 1866 he formed a copartnership with his 
younger brother, Charles N. Taintor, under the 
firm-name of J. L. Taintor & Co., which con- 
tinued the publication of the Washington Map 
until February, 1867, when the firm disposed of 
the plates and copyright and began the publica- 
tion of books in the city of New York. 

The first publications issued by the firm were 
the guide-books, now so successfully published 
by the successors of the original firm. 

In 1868 the firm was changed to that of Tain- 
tor Brothers & Co., an uncle and former partner 
of Joseph L. Taintor becoming a member of 
the new firm. 

This copartnership jexisted until 1869, when 
the uncle retired and the business was continued 
by the two brothers, Joseph L. and Charles N, 
Taintor, under the name of Taintor Brothers. 
At this time the brothers determined to enter 
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the difficult field of school-book publishing, and 
purchased from Messrs. Mason Brothers the 
Analytical Readers and Speller edited by Ed- 
wards & Webb, then but recently issued. A 
new firm was organized under the name of 
Taintor & Co., consisting of the two brothers 
and John E. Gillette of Hudson, N. Y., as 
“‘special.’’ Foratime the firm met with for- 
midable opposition from powerful rivals, but by 
prudent management, untiring industry, and 
perseverance, they succeeded in establishing 
themselves among the school-book publishing 
trade, and are now recognized as a successful 
and -honorable publishing house. In 1875 the 
firm was still further increased by the addition 
of Mr. Charles E. Merrill, and in 1876 Mr. Ed- 
ward L. Gates and Judah L. Taintor, the 
youngest brother, were admitted to the copart- 
nership, under the present name of Taintor 
Brothers, Merrill & Co. 

In 1876 the firm purchased the celebrated 
Franklin Series and Hillard Series of Readers 
edited by the late George S. Hillard and Mr. 
L. J. Campbell, from the firm of Brewer & Tiles- 
ton, of Boston, which was dissolved by death. 
The success and growth of the firm was largely 
due to the devotion, incessant labors, and the 
excellent judgment of Mr. Joseph L. Taintor, 
the oldest brother and senior partner. He was 
a man of sanguine temperament, of strict integ- 
rity, of remarkable tact and judgment, buoy- 
ant hope, and possessed a marked faculty for 
influencing and inspiring men around him. In 
November, 1879, he was attacked by pneu- 
monia, and though he apparently recovered 
from the immediate attack, it was followed by a 
development of permanent affection of the 
lungs from which he never recovered. 

He continued to attend to business a portion 
of the time, visiting the Adirondacks in the sum- 
mer months, but the disease steadily encroached 
upon his constitution, and in August, 1880, he 
dissolved his connection with the publishing firm, 
and from that time to his death devoted all his 
time to the recovery of his health. But his dis- 
ease had too firm a grasp, and on the ist of Sep- 
tember, 1881, he died at Bloomingdale, N. Y. 
(Adirondacks), aged 45 years, 11 months and 
It days. 

From 1867 until his death Mr. Taintor lived 
at South Orange, N. J., where his wife and 
family of five children now reside. ; 

Mr. Taintor was a prominent citizen of his 
town, where he was much respected. He was an 
elder of the Presbyterian Church, and was a con- 
sistent, faithful Christian man, and died in full 
faith in Christ, facing death without a fear ora 
murmur, and with perfect resignation to the will 
of God. He leaves to his friends a noble Chris- 
tian example, and the memory of a life distin- 
guished by sincerity of purpose, noble aim, and 
purity of principle.

But it has been 
read with something like enthusiasm by people 
not given to enthusiasm, To mention but one 
instance, itso delighted one of the most culti- 
vated and brilliant women of England—belong- 
ing, alas! toa past generation—that she had 
no sooner turned the last page than she hurried 
the book off by express to Mr. Tennyson, to 
whom it may possibly supply enough material 
for fresher verse than he has lately chosen to 
giveus.
